in the compilation of tariffs a uniform 
order shall be observed, and terminal 
c h a r g e s , which must be paid by all 
shippers at d e s t i n a t i o n and which are, 
therefore. r< ally a part of the cost of 
transportation, must be specified in 
the tariff of the initial line. 
On tht se and other propositions re­ 
specting tie tiling of tariffs, the com­ 
m ission in v i te d suggestions in writing 
from all i n t e r e s t e d parties.

which t h e y appointed a committee to 
present their ideas to the commission. 
The representatives of tile carriers 
occupied the greater part of the af­ 
ternoon in presenting their views to 
the commission.

G. Blackman, the 
necro who was lynched In Argenta 
Sunday night, and th** jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that Blackman 
came to his death at the hands of un­ 
known persons.
